Agnes McDonald appeared on the scene. 
and he asked for the keys of the stable 
that ‘he might release the horses and cattle. 
He did so and saw the woman hurrying to 
the inclosure housing the sheep. Lynche- 
haund declares that she was in danger of 
the fire, and that he went to ‘her intending 
to warn her of this when she suddenly 
turned on him with a pistol and declared 
that he was responsible for the fire. He 
Says that he knocked away the hand hold- 
ing the pistol, and that she hit him in the 
face, He then struck with his clenched 
fist,.and saw her stagger away. She was 
seized by a number of men who beat and 
kicked her severely. 

Lynchehaun was arrested. While waiting 
in jail for the Mayo County assizes he es- 
caped, and, despite the effort made to cap- 
ture him, was free for more than a year 
and a half. He says that the countryside 
was notified of the escape of a desperate 
murderer and convict, and that such a hue 
and cry was raised as is known only to the 
English police and Irish constabulary. He 
and his friends contrived to keep the ef- 
ficers on the wrong scent until his physical 
endurance gave out. He was captured 
after having lived six months in a cellar, 
and was taken to Dublin jail. 


Given Life Sentence for 
Striking His Landlord. 


Under a life sentence he was transfcrred 
to Maryborough prison, one of the foulest 
and most secure of English prison houses, 
In that prison he served eight years, a 
goed prisener and stout workman. He de- 
clares that he wags continually being pun- 
ished fer trumped-up infringements of the 
prison rules; that he was many times 
goaded to desperation, but kept a steut 
heart in the hope of escape, 

Last September, at the celebration ef the 
cerenation of King Edward VII, a @inner 
was provided the prisoners by the efficers 
in honor of the accession of the British 
monarch to the throne.

Lynchehaun’s Dramatic Story 
of What Happened in Ireland. 


James Lynchehaun, who escaped from 
Maryborovgh convict prison | in Queen’s 
County, Ireland, September last, was cap- 
tured in Indianapolis Aug. % by Sergt. 
Young of the Royal! Irish constabulary, 
i. J. Weiss of the Pinkerton agemcy and 
other operatives, after being pursued from 
city to city in the United States. He was 
found at his home, fll with rheumatism, 
and his detention was dve to his wife be- 
ing shadowed to her home by the officers 
who had followed her from church. 

Lynechehaun, in 1894, was an Irish house- 
holder tn Mayo County. Ireland, and a ten- 
ant of Agnes McDonald, an English wom- 
an and a landholder in Ireland. With other 
tenants he was served with a. notice of 
eviction, and, according to his story, he 
made many speeches in Irish and English, 
urging the tenantry to stand up for their 
rights and oppose the injustice of the land- 
owners. ‘The McDonald woman’s actions 
became so notorious, he said, that it was 
decided at a meeting of the Irish Revolv- 
tionary Brotherhood, of which he was a 
member, to burn her stables and give her 
a beating that would frighten her away 
from the estate and back to England. A 
man was chosen to apply the torch, but 
L.ynchehaun declares he does mot know 
who thy man was,

of Which Truth Has Never 
Been Told. 


AMERICANS WORST SUFFERERS 


But Starvation, Fever, Exposure and 
Octagonal Cells Threaten the 
Lives of All. 


Special to the Post Il'Mspatch. 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 10.—Americans un- 
fortunate enough to have been incarcer- 
ated in Belem prison describe that Insti- 
tution as an inferno. It can be stated un- 
questionably that 76 per cent of those con- 
fined in Be em for more than a year do not 
live for six months after their release. 
When Americans who have been impris- 
oned for more than a month are set free 
they almost invariably become inmates of 
the American Hospital for weeks. Their 
dreadful experiences have broken them 
down. 

Women are huddled in the jail with men. 
Starvation enfeebles the prisoners, their 
indescribable surroundings breeding fevers, 
especially typho:d. 

Incredible as it may seem, the ‘torture 
cells," such as disgraced the middle ages, 
exist in Belem. Yet this huge prison, con- 
structed by President Diaz, has been de- 
cribed as one of the finest in the world. 

The truth about Belem has never been 
told before. The authorities have carefully 
and rigorously h-dden the facts from the 
public, especially from Americans in this 
country. Only one newspaper, the Monitor, 
a sma!l daily, bitterly antagonistic to the 
government, has ventured to describe the 
horrors of the prison. 


Starvattion Vies With 


Fever and Exposure. 

Those woo enter the prison without 
money run the gauntlet of death by star- 
vation, fever and exposure. Prisoners are 
required to supply their own bedding, and 
they are supposed to buy their food, a)- 
though the authorities are instructed to 
feed them. At best, the rations consist of 
bread and water in the morning, for din- 
ner caldo soup—which Americans, however 
voracious, cannot eat because of its abom- 
inable taste—and bread and water in the 
evening. if a prisoner manages to smug- 
gle money into the prison he can buy 
enough food to sustain life, but usually he 
is stripped of this money. 

The legal trials of imprisoned Americans 
are delayed, in hopes of securing bai) 
moneys, which fall to the authorities should 
the accused disappear after their libera- 
tion on bail. Necessarily, Americans gsuf- 
fer more than Mexicans in Belem because 
less accustomed to the privations they 
must endure. 

More than © per cent of the lower 
classes of the City of Mexico have never 
slept in a bed, so most Mexican prisoners 
can rest almost comfortably on the stone 
floors of Belem. As many Mexicans ive 
on corn and beans exc:usively, Mexican 
prisoners sustain life on prison rations. 
Uncieanly, the Mexicans can endure the 
vermin, although often Mexicans who have 
been in the prison for long terms have 
been killed by this horrifying evil. 

Comypel.ed to sleep on the damp floors, 
Americans contract rheumatism in ite most 
acute forms. Even when read of, their 
sufferings would be abhorrent. 


Methods of Inquisition 
Still Used in Belem. 


It will be hard to convince people in the 
United States that in the leading prison 
of Mexico exiets a system of tortures to 
compel testimony and to punish selected 
| prisoners. This system ts based on the 
| principles of the inquisition of Spain. 
| Americans who have read the highly de- 
scriptive articies declaring Belem to be 
the most modern iInatitution of its kind 
on the continent will be incredulous when 
told that there are cells in Betem built 
after the Same plans as those In Italy for 
prisoners sentenced te terms Of “a year 
and a day.” 

The “octagonal calls" Of Belem are 6 
feet high, 3 feet long and 2 feet wide. The 
‘wretch confined in one of them cahndét 
stand, sit or le without suffafing. Ff 
oners are jocked in these chambers of tor- 
ture for periods of & hours to tWo months.

This friend describes the condemned man 
as being Insane and having a ghastly yel- 
low complexion. 

It ts probable that there are many other 
prisoners in the same condition, but visi- 
tors are not allowed into the section re- 
served for those subjected to the extreme 
punishments. 

An investigation into the conditions in 
the “octagonal cells’ would result in rev- 
elations that would startle the -ivilized 
world, but the chances are they will never 
be investigated, for In spite of the facet 
that Mexico claims to be a republic it is 
ruled more despotically In many ways than 
thé most pronounced monarchy.

The discussion provoked by the proposi- 
tion to canalze the Ohio river trom its 
igource to its mouth is what started the 
chills. The boomers of the Ohio river 
project proposed to have their waterway 
scraped out and fitted with locks and dams 
50 as tu give it a depth of water of 9 feet 
et all seasons of the year. What that 
meant may be imag.ned when the fact is 
stated that th.s year there are places in 
the stream where there is not more than & 
foot of water. A few years ago Congress 
'comm.tied itself to a proposition to make 
a channel that would aito.d »o feet. The 
execution of that project had scarcely be- 
gun before the agitation was started for a 
J-foot stage. 

The 6-foot stage required the canaillza- 
tion of the river from Pittsburg to Cin- 
cinnati. To give 9 feet will require ti.e con- 
struction of locks and dams throughout 
the .ength of the river. At present there 
are sx such works under construction be- 
tween P.ttsburg and Beaver, a d.stance of 
about 20 miles. jA 9-foot channel would re- 
quire at least # locks und dams. Each 
would cost from $90,000 to $2,50u,000. The 
estimate of the boomers Is that the scheme 
' wou.d involve the expenditure of about 960, - 
| 090,000, Those who oppose the project on 
the ground of the expense esuimate th 
‘cost at more than $100,000,000. 
That is more than il t'mes the amount 
that has been spent upon harbor woik in 
New York City. It is more than 10 tumes 
as much as has been spent upon the har- 
bor that has received the greatest sums 
from the federal treasury, that of Gal- 
veston. She has been given $8.970,00. New 
York stands second in the list and Charies- 
ton, 8. C., third. New York has received 

considerably more than $8,500,000. 

The size of the projects has forced Rep- 
resentative Burton, chairman of the r'ver 
and harbor committee, to the conclusion 
that it is about time for a change in the 
manner of paying for harbor and river 
improvements. He has just/returned from 
a four months’ trip through’ Europe, where 
he found that France is tpe only country 
where such works are considered as being 
of a nat‘onal character and therefore to be 
undertaken’ by the general government.

“Unlawful Persnasion” Also Forbid- 
den by Sweeping Injunction Issued 
Against Chicago Union. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—Nine big printing 
firms. which are standing out against the 
strike of the Franklin Union of Press 
Feeders, cbtajned an injunction today, 
which is more sweeping in its scope than 
ever issued in Chicago.

the banks checked up with each other. 
‘Unlike most great criminals, Becker hee 
Bpent little of his life behind the bars. 

Hitting around from one rt of the coun- 
iry to another, he was always busy, and 
it is estimated that his forgeries have net- 
ted him at least a miilion dollars. He nev- 
er played for small stakes,. and generally 
walked away with from $10,000 to $20,900, 
‘of which he took the largest share, the 
remainder going to his confederates. 

lt was Becker who forced the American 
Bankers’ Association in 1894 to adopt the 
protective fealture of their organization and 
employ detectives to run down profession- 
nl criminals who preyed on their mem-'| 
bers.

A MODEST BUT SUBSTANTIAL INDUSTRY. 


The American hen which flourishes on the farmer’s neglect 
deserves a high place among the objects of our commercial 
affection. r 

A statistician working for the Brooklyn Eagle reports that 
the poultry and eggs produced in the United States in the 
year 1902 exceeded in ‘value that of the combined gold and 
silver output. Moreover, this may be said of every year since 
1850, except 1900. 

In 1899 the egg record was 1,290,000,000 dozen. Counting 30 
dozen to the crate and 400 crates to a car it would require a 
train of cars 868 miles long to transport this product. 

The value of the poultry and eggs for one year is $280,- 
000,000. 

The value of the sugar product is $20,000,000. 

In 1900 Iowa hens laid 99,000,000 dozen eggs, Ohio 91,000,- 
000. In 1902 Missouri hens laid 49,565,316 dozen, valued at 
$5,947 838. 

This is a homely industry, left for the most part to women 
and children. The hens cost little, living on what they pick 
up. But homely and modest as it is, if the revenue derived 
were lost the effect upon the prosperity of the country would 
be more severe than if many noisier industries were to 


suspend. 
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There will be something lacking in the World’s Fair year if 
there is not to be a national convention of fathers as well as a 
national convention of mothers. What a lot of interesting 
things a convention of papas could say! The accounts of their 
struggles to meet household bills would often be thrilling. 
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In Kansas colleges the sophomores and freshwomen 
smash furniture, tear clothing and do rough and tumble fight- 
ing just as sophomores and freshmen do in colleges for males.

But while we repose complete confidence 
in Chief Kiely and his efficient force of 
helpers, we must confess some curiosity as 
to how he will go about this uplifting of 
the stage and what laws will govern his 
censors in determining whether a play is 
good or bad from a moral point of view. 
Will the police criterion of the drama be 
a digest of those eminent works on taste 
and beauty contributed by such men as 
Aristetle, Smith, Lord Kanes, Burke and 
Tolstoy; or will it be formulated from the 
Missouri statutes and the city ordinances. 

It will doubtless be the latter, for the 
multifarious duties of police officers pre- 
vent any examination by them into ethical 
and esthetic literature. 

At the play the officers detailed for cen- 
scrship duty will sit in the front row, with 
copies of the Police Manual in their hands 
and clubs in their laps, prepared totnip in 


the bud any attempted infraction of the 
law. It will go hard with any disturber of 
the peace on the stage. Perhaps all plays 
will have to be rehearsed before police 
censors before being publicly produced, and 
the result will be marvels of dramatic con- 
struction. The fundamental principles gov- 
erning police action will, of course, be to 
preserve the peace, to protect the innocent 
and to punish lawbreakers. The villain 
may betray his character only by sly iI- 
lusions. He will not be permitted to com- 
mit any overt act of villainy on the stage. 
If he steals the will or murders anybody 
it must be behind the scenes, and as soon 
as sufficient evidence of his guilt is estab- 
lished he must be arrested. But not by 
an ordinary stage policeman or detective. 
Any man playing such a part would be im- 
mediately arrested for impersonating an 
officer. No, stage captures of lawbreakers 
musl be performed by a regular member 
of the ‘“‘force’’ detailed for that purpose. 

No doubt a squadron of police will be 
held in readiness at each stage door, pre- 
pared to rush on the stage at a moment’s 
notice and break up the performance !f the 
villains appear to have too much the up- 
per hand. 

Considerable hardship will be worked 
upon some of the. minor companies whose 
Plays call for the transference of vast 
amounts of money, by the necessity for 
providing the genuine article, for to hand 
out the stage greenbacks would be to in- 
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cv he penalty for passing counterfeit. 
passages will probably be cut out 

. M\rtoire companies. 
drinking in moderatior. will, of 
_gybe permitted, but the stage drunk— 
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| hat reliable and unfailing resource of the 

opera bouffe comedian, will have to be 
elfminated. Besides being inimical to pub- 
iic morals, such an exhibition would render 
the funny man liable to arrest on the ‘“‘D. 
and D.”’ charge. 

Objection may be made that such police 
restrictions applied to the drama will leave 
it flat and uninteresting. No evil, it will 
be claimed, can be portrayed on the stage 
for virtue to triumph over, and melodrama 
particularly will suffer. But the forces of 
evil will still be permitted to reign on the 
Stage, for three acts at least, if they con- 
duct themeselves carefully. 

They may safely operate behind the 
scenes and reap the result on the stage if 
they are careful that the evidence of their 
crimes is only of the hearsay kind, and not 
sufficient to secure a conviction in the 
court of law. 

‘And as public sentiment: nullifies any 
Statute that may be objectionable to it, 
some offenses that are in reality against 
the letter of the law may be practiced with 
impunity. For instance, instead of robbing 
the hero by force of arms of his savings, 
the stage villain can inveigle him into a 
craps game, and get his money with the en- 
tire approval of the police censors. Such 
gambling in St. Louis tg not considered to 
be any great moral offense. 

The censors would also refrain from mak-

rage of the entire populace, which draws 
great moral lessons from these productions. 
Jesse James as depicted in the drama is a 
persecuted hero who by his courage, his 
fortitude and his ability to get the money 
in an open and above-board manner, is 
worthy to be held up as an example to 
high-spirited and ambitious youths who 
might, without the influence of the play, 
be led into boodling or franchise grabbing. 
There is something admirable about the di- 
rect and unequivocal methods of the train} 


robber in gathering his tribute, that we fail 


to find in the unctious and ntriguing activ- 
ities ofthe boodler. 

Those problem plays, too, in which the 
villainy practiced is not of a kind to con- 
stitute a disturbance of the peace, accord- 
ing tc police regulations, may continue to 
flourish. It will be puzzling to the censors 
to watch the slow languishing of “The 
Notcrious Mrs. Etbsmith”’ or ‘‘Magda’’ un- 
der the tortures of conscience, and yet ob- 
serve no tangible grounds for making an 
arrest. “Sapho’’ might be pulled on the 
charge of running a panel game, and 
“Zaza’’ as being a suspicious character, but 
in all these productions it would be neces- 
sary to call in detectives to secure evi- 
dence, and that would be difficult. Of 
course, the subtle and refined atmosphere

It is to have the plays written, 
if not acted, by members of the force, There 
could be no doubt of the lofty moral tone 
of a play built by Chief Kiely or William 
Desmond. Virtue in the form of an heroic 
patrolman would certainly triumph. Every 
play would have a policeman in it to pre- 
serve its peaca, and arrive in the nick of 
time to prevent any lawlessness. Such a 
school of drama will doubtless be goon de- 
veloped, for if the guardians of peace and 
morals are competent to pass fudgment 
upon plays, they must be equally compe- 
tent to write them. 

Abundant material for such dramas will 
be found among the police archives. Whem 
a rank outsider can dramatize successfully, 
“The Infamous Lord Barrington,” it should 
he easy for an experienced patreiman to 
construct a play of a similar Kind. A de- 
lightful realism could be infused into such 
plays by éncluding the actual participants 
in the original incident in the cast. Of 
course the criminals who escaped would

WAL, STREET 


Professionals Are Controlling the 
Wall Street Market, Outsiders 
Being Absent. 


LONDON WAS A HEAVY SELLER 


Complications in the Loan Account 
| Make Bank Statement Hard 
to Analyze. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Demand for stocks 
was apathetic today and left the market 
vulnerable to very light selling. Some of 
this was palably professional short sell- 
ing and there seemed to be a professional 
contest in thé late dealings. 

The party of reaction centered their at- 
tack on United States Steel preferred, forc- 
ing it down 2% to 569. This stock sold at 
58% last month, but otherwise never sold 
before as low as today’s price. The party 
favoring support in the market seemed 
most active in Amalgamated Copper. That 
stock resisted the general depression and 
was marked up at one time 1% over last 
night. There was some systematic buying 
also of Chicago & Alton. 

The contest was wholly professional 
and not based on any news s0 far as 
known. London helped the depression 


here somewhat and sold stocks moder- 
ately. Fears are entertained there that 
next week's stock exchange settlement 
may uncover some embarrassment. The 
tone of the weekly trade > gets was 
somewhat conservative and_ reflected 
the state of doubt which has __ been 
caused by the reduction in United 
States Steel dividends and the decline in 
profits in the iron and steel dndustries. 
The reports of weekly bank clearings 
show sharp contractions as a whole: 
compared with®the corresponding week 
of last year. But in the analysis it is 
found that the decrease is wholly due 
to shrinkage in New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia, the four other leading 
cities showing considerable increases 
and the average for all other cities, a 
small increase. The market seemed en- 
couraged by the bank statement, and 
rallied momentarily. The increase in 
eash was considerably larger than ex- 
pected. But the statement is so com- 
plicated by the merger operations of 
the National Bank of Commerce and the 
Western National as te throw it out of 
balance, 

It is inferred from the small loan change 
that commercial a has kept pret- 
ty steady pace with the lquidatian in the 
stock market. Developments duri the 
week have resulted in a new outpouring of 
stock on the market and almost entire par- 
alysis of demand, for the stocks most 
largely pressed for sale. The effect has 
been a renewal of the feeling of depression 
and gloom, which always. bathers over 
Wall street in a period of declining prices. 
The liquidation has been of a most dif- 
ficult character from that of the recent 
past, which was manifestly forced by finan- 
clal necessities, due to the failure to find 
a marketfo r many of the new securities 
formed out of recent promotion ojects. 
This week the selling is attributed to dis- 
trust on the part of the holders over the 
industrial outlook and over the future earn- 
ing power of shares in corporations. There 
has been occasional account liquidated, 
which seemed to be caused by the matur- 
ity of a loan, of which extension co not 
be had, and for which the ogllateral lere- 
for came upon the market, But the pre- 
vailing topic in Wall streét has been the 
irritation and disgust of shareholders over 
the ne tng meng a rewarding the properties 
in which they have embarked their money 
eee them to abandon hope of better 
conditions, and to throw over their holdings 
for what they would bring. 

The’ reduction of the dividend on United 
States Steel from 4 per cent to a 2 per cent 
basis was the first of these developments. 
The long downward course of this stock 
Nn the market seemed a sufficient intima- 
tion of whet was to come. But the fact 
remains that the commion expectation in 
speculative circles was disappoinited, as it 
was supposed that the retention of the div- 
idend involved a policy connected with the 
formation of the corporation which woald 
not be departed from while funds were 
available for the distribution. 

The wisdom of this policy came in for 
criticism when the cerporation announced 
its bond issue and the necessity for in- 
creased working capital which prompted 
the bond issue. In view of the partial 
failure of the bond offering and the marked’ 
decline reported in the rate of net earn- 
in and the heavy decrease in the un- 
fil ed orders on hand, compared with last 
years corresponding quarterly _ state- 
ment, the wisdom of the pres- 
ent dividend reduction, is gener- 
ally conceded by disinterested financial 
critics. But this commendation carries 
with it a criticism of having entered upon 
dividend payments in the first place in 
view of the enlarged outlay ahead. The 
wisdom of the reduction is predicted upon 
an admission of the fact also that a de- 
clining demand for fron and steel is to be 
toced. .The implications to . rawn from 
this prospect proved of sb disturbing a 
character as to throw sentiment into de- 
pression again. Iron and steel as a bi- 
remeter of general trade conditions have a 
high authority in Wall street, and the pre- 
portions of the reaction in that market 
this reduced to statistics made a deep 
impression. The diead of general trade 
reaction .S$ thus aggravated. Stocks of 
companies in the Metal itndantrtee weer 
most immediately affected in sympathy, e@ 
pecially Amclgamated Crppes and ‘the 
railroad equipment companies. But no 
part of the list escaped the influengee of 
ihe depression. 

The enormous market ehrinkage in the 
steel securities and the final outcome in 
the dividends reduction gives rise to dis- 
gruntled complaint of the original dividend 
payments as nearing on stock market ex- 
igencies as much as on financial policy. 

This spirit of irritation over conditions 
of promotn and flotation is enrontusiv 
aggravated by the disclosures contained 
in the testimony tn regard to the Unite 
States ship building flasco. 
much of the discussion in the neigihbor- 
hood of the stock exchange during the past 
week has been of a bitterness.and scope 
that Wall street heretofore has regarded 
as narrow and prejudiced when coming 
from outside sources,

Low Records Since 1900 Were Estab- 
lished on Transit and United 
Railways Pfd. Last Week. 


NO BANK STOCKS WERE SOLD 


Monetary Conditions Are Improving, 
But There Is Little Encourage- 
ment for Speculation. 


BY ROBERT N. PEARSON. 


While new low records since 1900 have 
been established during the past week on 
the tractions, St. Louis still has something 
to congratulate herself on. That is that 
the Carondelet boatbuilding industry did not 
seem of sufficient importance to be in- 
cluded _ in the Shipbuilding Trust. So far 
as known, no St. Louis financial magnates 
are contemplating “inspection tours” which 
will take them beyond the jurisdiction of 
the state and “expert process servers’’ 
have not been called upon to serve papers 
on any St. Louis promoters. 

St. Louis established a record for finan- 
cial conservatism during the strenuous 
times of 1893, and it looks as though it 
would continue the record in the present 
time. 

Both Dun and Bradstreet report that 
the best of trade conditions prevail in 
the Southwest, one of the mercantile agen- 
cles stating that St. Louis is among the 
foremost in favorable conditions. 

One cannot deny that speculative values 
have decreased in this market, but a com- 
parison of the selling prices of stocks on 
the local Exchange with other markets 
will not show detrimental to S8t. Louis. 
There have been no scandals attached to 
either the management or financing of any 
of our local] listings and with hardly an 
exception the stocks handled here on the 
Stock Exchange show a decidedly prosper- 
ous condition of affairs, 

Transit gross earnings show a remarkabie 
increase and the same can. be sald of both 
the bank and trust companies. The banks 
and trust: companies report net earnings, 
while the transit company still reports only 
gross, and one can discuss the net profits 
much more intellgently than when consid- 
ering propositions of gross increases. 

Following Transit stock through the week 
the record shows sales no lower than $16 
until Friday. On that day there was weak- 
mess which put the stock down to $15.87, 
establishing a low record since 1900. The 
transactions of the next day, Saturday, 
however, showed still a further decilne to 


$15.75. No tangible reason is assigned for 
the drop other than forced liquidation. 
With drooping prices, margins ve be- 
come exhausted and holders were forced 
to take what the market would offer for 
their stocks. The sales were not in any 
large blocks; in fact, they apeared to be 
more the liquidatin of small accounts; 
as the sales were mainly in l0-share iots or 
less. There was but one sale of a 100-share 
lot of Transit during the week. Even con- 
sidering that Thursday was a haliday, the 
total sales footed but 409 shares. 

United Railways preferred showed 
equal weakness to the Transit stock and 
likewise established its new low record 
for the period named. Selling a week 
ago Saturday as high as $62.37%, 
the drop was gradual until the sale of 
2 shares at $60 was recorded, with board 
lots going at $60.50, $61 and $61.50, there 
being a sharp recovery in the price at 
the close of the day. The reasons for 
the decline in this stock appeared to be 
about the same as were noted in Transit. 

The bonds of the United Railways Co. 
maintained a more steady front than 
did either Transit or United Railways 
preferred; $79.25 seemed to be the pre- 
vailing price during the week, from a 
sales standpoint, though there were of- 
ferings at $79.12%. 

There were no bank shares sold dur- 
ing the week. Further than that, thtre 
were very few offered for sale, and there 
was an equal lack of bidding. Third Na- 
tional was offered at its low price, $300, 
but was not taken. Heretofore offers at 
this price have been accepted, but hold- 
ers of this stock can congratulate them- 
selves that none has sold, under the 
on downward movement, under 


300. 

The trust company section was nearly as 
barren as was ithe banking list. Missouri 
drooped to sales at $122 on Friday, with 
the day showing no bids or offers. Com- 
monwealth had an odd lot selling at $240, 
a 6-share lot at $230 and 20 shares going at 
$287.50 during the week. No gossip was 
afloat during the week that might affect 
any of the trust company atocks. Lin- 
coln, which has hitherto had some inside 
support, was hardly in evidence during the 
week. 

Transactions during the week in the 
miscellaneous section were confined to 
trading in National Candy and Central 
Coal and Coke. The first named, held quite 
steady around $90, with moderate trading, 
while the latter was weak, selling down to 
$56.25 for an odd lot during the week, with 
plentiful offerings Saturday at $56. 

A little Hope mining stock at 3 cents 
comprised the sales in ‘the mining section, 
with an effort to sell Granit-Bimetallic 
at 50 cents which proved ineffectual. 

The transacttions in Missouri-Edison 
bonds around $%.50 open up a problem 
which is rather hard to solve. The Mis- 
souri-Edison company is now a part of 
the Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
which is offering fs bonds for sale close 
to par. As the Missouri-Edison is one of 
the strongest assets of the Union, and as 
the Unien has reserved part of its bonds to 
the Missouri-Ed!som outstanding 
bonds, it seems as though Missouri-Ediron 
bonds were selling below their value. 

Geoneral monetcry conditions should :m- 
prove during the coming week.

The result has been a feeling of pro- 
found distrust among the whole class 
of shareholders in new industrial securi- 
ties, and a suspicion of motives in quar- 
ters which have been followed with un- 
mixed confidence. 

The force of these considerations has 
heen sufficient to overcome any favora- 
ble factors in the situation. The dread 
of money stringency has definitely passed 
away and a growin activity in the 
market for mercantile paper has fol- 
lowed, relleving any fears of a contrac- 
tion of supplies for regular commercial 
purposes. 

Borrowers who have suplied them- 
selves with extra funds in fear of strin- 
gency, find their precautions unneeded 
and are reloaning. thus relieving the ex- 
tra demand and leading to freer offer- 
ings by regular tender. 

The progerss of the crops has been 
favorable, a freer movement of grain 
has heen reflected in the traffic reports 
of the great ratlroads and in the supplies 
In the exchange market. Railroad shares 
showed dividend increase in net return, 
in spite of the heavy increases in ex- 
ports, largely due to higher wages, ac- 
cording to the showing in the annual ro- 
ports of a number of railroad presidents. 

These factors have only availed part- 
ly to offset the feeling of disapproval 
with which the Incidents in the promo- 
tion field are viewed.

The December Wheat Supposed to Be 
Practically Cornered in This 
Market. 


STOCK CONTRACT GRADE LARGE 


The Speculative and Legitimate Situa- 
tion in Breadstuffs and in Coarse 
Grains at Home and Abroad. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 


The St. Louls wheat market is in a most 
peculiar position. Holding the second larg- 
est stock of wheat of all the accumulative 
centers in the visible supply, being only ex- 
ceeded by Minneapolis, it is by long odds 
the highest priced market in America, in 
fact the highest relatively in the whole 
world. In many respects its present curi- 
ous conditions remind one of the St, Louis 
wheat market when Cleage- held control, 
and we all know the disastrous finish of 
that famous deal The December option is 
supposed to be practically “cornered,"’ just 
as the July option was supposed to be, but 
there was no such stock of contract wheat 
in store to be paid for during July that 
there is now. On July 1 less than 0,00 
bu No. 2 red was in public houses, and on 
Aug. 1 only 580,000 bu was thus held. Now 
1,640,000 bu is in regular elevators, and 
it is asserted this amount will be more 
than doubled by Dec. 1, if the people who 
control the long end of the December deal 
attempt to carry it through. The price has 
been forced go high on that option that it 
has been found profitable to purchase No, 2 


red in the Chicago market and bring it to 
the St. Louis market. The people who 
have been making this transfer of stock 
from Chicago to st. Louis claim that over 
1,000,000 bu has been worked at a good snhip- 
ping profit. Some of this wheat al- 
reudy arrived, and every car has gradea 
No. 2 red. As the wheat is inepected out 
of the Chicago elevators and will be in- 
epected into the St. Louls elevators by Iil- 
inotg state inspectors and under Illinois 
state rules, it goes without — that all 
the wheat inspected No. 2 r at Chicago 
will inspect No. 2 red at 8t. Louis. And 
the question is, will the people who con- 
trol the long end of the December con- 
tracts, and which is said to be several mil- 
lion bushels, will they stand to take in and 
my for the actual cash wheat that will be 
elivered them when December arrives? 
May option is at-a considerable discount 
from the December option and promises to 
go to a still greater discount. There 1s 
no earthly show for a carrying charge dif- 
ference as long ag the present distorted 
conditions exist. So far but little casn 
wheat held in elevators here haa been sold 
for shipment. For one reason the bulk of 
the stock is not for sale at a price that 
millers could pay. One elevator company 
offera to sell its No. 2 red at December 
price in the house, but the others refuse to 
name a basis of sale. So the likelihood of 
sales of any volume for shipment to out- 
side mills appears to be actually impossibie 
just at present.

High premium prices continue to rule 
on soft winter wheat in the 8t. uls 
samype market, but they are so direct- 
ly attributable to the scarcity of that 
description among the current offerings, 
which scarcity permits sellers to name 
their own terms to millers who must 
have soft winter, and are not at all due 
to a’broad searching demand, that these 
premium prices are now really no more 
of a bullish argument than they were 
when the writer a month ago showed 
conclusively how the prohibitive prices 
forced by speculation alone had killed 
domestic and foreign demands, and 
turned a bullish situation into a most 
decidedly bearish one. The greater pro- 
ortion of the wheat arriving here has 
2een hard winter, during the past week 
car lots inspected showing that nearly 
50 per cent was hard and only 38 per 
cent soft winter. But while the scarcity 
of the latter caused the No. 2 and No. 
3 red to command premium pee these 
premiums were only strikingly high 
when futures had declined sharply, the 
cash article not advancing correspond- 
ingly with futures ang more than they 
declined proportionate y. with futures. 


Outside the St. Louls market there is 
really nothing in the speculative situation 
except a strenuous attempt to work up 
bull sentiment and attract outside specula- 
tion to the buying side, and it is not out- 
side St. Louis alone that this is seen, as the 
people who are tied up on the long side in 
the Jocal market would a be too glad of 
outside assistance to help them out. far, 
however, outalde speculation rs to be 

fectly willing to remain outside. There 
s no attraction in Wall street for the out- 
sider, but the disturbed and shaky condi- 
tions in financial circles does not make the 
buying side of grain look attractive, either. 
Troubled finances usually react unfavor- 
ably upon speculative products. Visible 
supplies are small when compa with 
several preceding yeers, but when visible 
supplies increase 2,250,000 bu as they did 
week before last, when for same week last 
year the increase was but 760,000 bu, and 
the receipts at the primaries and the sea- 
board for latter week 2,545.000 bu larger 
than for corresponding period this year, 
then there must be rrr’. radically 
wrong in the price. It is too high in the 
markets of America. It is so high that our 
foreign trade in the raw and manufac- 
tured article has been reduced so greatly 
that the United States is now but a poor 
tecond to Russia as an exporter of bread- 
stuffs. This t week less than 2,400,000 
bu in flour and wheat was shipped from the 
T'nited States and Canada. India alone, it 
is reported, shipped nearly 1,700,000 bu this 
week. During ptember the shipments of 
flour and wheat from North iAmerica, ac- 
cording to Bradstreet's figures, were but 
12,100,000 bu, or about half those for same 
month last year, yet Eu ean supplies in- 
creased last month 20,800. bu, where the 
increase for September, 1902, was but 15,- 
£00,000 bu. and the total on October 1, 1998, 
is 15,700,000 bu larger than on that date In 
1902. That Europe can get along without 
America is a great deal more certain than 
that America can get along withoht Bu- 
rope. Yet there are men who asgsert that all 
the wheat in these United States will be re- 
quired to meet home requirements this sea- 
son. They will awaken from that dream 
some day. That day will be when they sell 
out the wheat they now are buying.

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Baby’s Title Is Earl of Belfast, but He 
| Will Have Some Dozen or So Be- 
sides When the Time Comes 

to Wear Them.

BELFAST, Ireland, Oct. 10—The orest 
of tae house of Donegal is @ stork proper, 
with its wings expanded, holding in its 
beak a silvar eel which has a gold head. 

Never was the crest more proudly worn 
than by the present marquis, who, 82 
years old, became last Wednesday the 
father of a fine boy. Nor cou.d there be 
crest more appropriate, for gold and sil- 
ver quickly slipped tsrough the marquis 
fingers until he caught the beautiful 
Canadian girl, Adela Twining, 22 
old, whom he married last December and 
who has blessed him with an heir and re- 
habilitated the fortunes of his peerage. 

Tne instant the mewling infant came 
into the world he was possessed of his 
venerable pater’s second tit.e and became 
the earl of Belfast. In the natural ceurse 
of events the half-American babe will be- 
come marquis and earl of Donegal, vis- 
count Chester and baron of Beifast in 
Ireland and baron Fisherwick of Fisher- 
wick, County Stafford, Great Britain. He 
will also be hereditary lord high admirai 
of Lough Neagh and governor of Carrick 
Fergus castle. The former honor need not 
Overweigh him, although it will bring 
some fantastic rights, such as that to 
wear a naval uniform of peculiar hue and 
eut; for Lough, Neagh, which is in Ulster 
and Antrim counties, Ireland, {is but I7 
miles long and 10 miles wide, and its navy 
is ts not cmssified among the fleet of the 
world. 

But as governor of Carrick Fergus Castle 
the future marquis can recall his ae 
ancestor, the first of the Ch'chesters, = a 
settled fn Ire'and. Sir Arthur, who was lord | 
high treasurer of Ireland, who chiefly re- 
sided at Carrick Fergus where, in 1618, he 
erected a magnificent mansion called Joy- 
mount, 


An Ancestor 
to Be Proud Of. 


A man «to be proud of was this Lord 
Chichester. In 1622 he went as ambassador 
to the Palatinate and thence to treat for a 
peace with the emperor. During his res'- 
dence at the imperial court, being be- 
seiged by Count Tilly, Lord Chichester 
demonstrated against the violation of the 
law of nations in beseiging an ambassador 
To this Tilly replied that he noticed not 
his belmg an ambassador. His lordship 
answered the me#enger: 

“Had my master sent me with as many 
hundred men as he has sent me on frult- 
less méssazges your general should have 
known that I had been a so-dier as well as 
an ambassador.’’ 

The Earl of Belfast's birth rejoices the 
marquis’ friends, too, but plunges {nto de- 
the family of his brother, Henry 
Pitzwarrine Chichester, who, up to 
Wednesday, was heir presumptive to the 
title and to the little that is left of the 
estates. This brother is €9 years old, and 
has aix surviving sons and a daughter. He 
is utterly dismayed and disappointed, for 
he regarded his coming into the title In a 
few years as a moral certainty. And the 
old marquis has himself proved how valu- 
able is a title, however poor in Itself. A 
coronet can be put on the market. The 
story is being repeated even now that the 
marquis won his wife by advertising for 
one. 

In the spring of 1902 an advertisement 
appeared in the London newspapers that 
created no end of speculation, since it of- 
fered the title of marchioness and a seat 
in, Westminster Abbey for the coronation 
ceremonies in return for a settlement of 
$100,000 upon am anonymous marquis. The 
time was well chosen, for wealthy and 
fashionable women were frantically strug- 
sling for the privilege of gracing the 
crowning of the King. 

Soom it was whispered that the Marquis 
of Donegal was the sponsor of the adver- 
tisement. 

The family, of which he ts the head, was 
originally ground landlord of this whole 
city, but squandered its patrimony through 
successive generations. The present mar- 
quis was in desperate monetary straits, 
and the report that he had a coronet to 
confer for cush became generally known.

It came to the ears of Mrs. Twining, who 
was credited with most ambitious aspira- 
tions for her daughter. At any rate, ar- 
rangement was made whereby the ancient 
marquis was to be presented to the young 
woman, and five weeks after he met her at 
a reception at the Isthmian Club, Lon- 
don, of which he is a member, he led her 
to the altar, Dec. 22 last.

Homo,’’ or a remarkable copy there- 
of. 

The visit to Mr. Morgan will be 
the most important event in the old 
man’s history. Traveling half way 
across the continent, never letting 


the picture out of his sight, the old. 


the picture was brought to America by 
Joseph Lehner’s wife, and for years it 
occupied a proud position over the lit- 
tle fireplace of the humble. Lehner 
home. 


Were Literally Rubens Poor. 


The Lehners for years were Rubens poor. 
Days went by when the family larder was al- 
most empty, when want even stared them in 
the face, but there was always the dull glow 
of the great picture on the wall, from which 
these zealous believers in its worth and genu- 
ineness managed to extract a radiant prophecy 
of better times. It was a religious family, this 
one of Lebner, and if its prayers were said to 
the masterpiece above the fireplace small 
blame to the devotees, for the pictured face 
is that of the Saviour, and in its divine sad- 
ness seems not unworthy of the theme. 

The picture bears the date of 1607, when 


Peter Paul Rubens, strugling artist, was be-

A fortnight later a famovs art critie from 
New York stopped at Des Moines on his way 
Weat. He had heard of the alleged Rubens 
and visited Lehner. He saw the “Ecce Homo” 
and pronouncved it a genuine Rubens, the 
fnest he had ever seen, worth from $500,000 
to $1,000,900. 

The next day Lehner prepared a lengthy tet 
ter to J. Pierpont Morgan, for, overwhelmed 
to his wife’s new home and demanded the 
picture.

Mr. Branch does not have to go plunging down elevator 
shafts every day or so. He could delegate that dufy to one of 


his subordinates. But it is his business to see that the ele- 
vators of St. Louis are-safe and he sees it to be his duty to 
demonstrate that they are by dropping in them. 

In the past three months he has fallen down twenty ele- 
vator shafts. In one of them he fell sixteen _ stories, or 178 
feet. In another he fell 160 feet, and the shortest fall was &5 
feet. 

And he lives to tell the tale.

However, one of my deputies nearly always goes with me. 

“When I took my first and longest drop—16 stories. or 178 feet —down 
one of the elevator shafts in the Missouri Trust building, less than three 
months ago, I set a precedent for elevator inspectors. 

“This was the first plunge of the kind ever made in the United States. 
“Since then I have made 19 similar plunges, the next greatestwlistance 
being 160 feet and the shortest 85 feet.

There are two ways of playing clock golf, ~ 
Players may play singly. Each playe® 
may complete the round of the clock, 
playing from each point in order and 
counting every stroke he takes. His alm 
is to “hole out’ in as few strokes as pot 
sible. 

Purtners and opponents may play t@& 
gether, each player in turn “holing ot?” 
from each figure point and counting hi® 
strokes. 

The game by strokes is won by that 
player or side which “holés out” from all 
the figure points successively in the few~ 
est strokes. 

When the game by holes is played the 
work from each figure is counted, 

“The player making the distance from the 
figure to the putting hole in the fewest 
strokes wins that hole. The one who wins 
the greater number of holes wings the 
game, ) 

The best record it ts possible to make 
at clock golf is 12. Anything under & 
is considered good. That allows for two 
strokes from each figure 

One of the best Glen Echo records at 
present is 21. That allows for two strokes 
from nine figures and one stroke from 
three. 

Because of the small course in clock 
golf each stroke means much and scoring 
is done carefully. 

Whenever the ball is struck so as te 
move appreciably from its position the 
stroke must be counted. 

There are bounds in clock golf and when 
balls are sent beyond bourds it does neg 
occasion the rejoicing that a be; over the 
fence in baseball brings forth. 

It means sbout the same as a foul when 
only one stroke has been called previously, 

Whenever a ball is struck so that it goes 
beyond the circle boundary it must be re- 
turned and played from the point where it 
crossed the line, one stfoke being counted 
as penalty.

Had there been 
no naturalist when it occurred, there would 
have been no one tec ascertain whether the 
plague was a swarm of locusts or simply a 
myriad of plain bugs. 

This may sound the veriest nonsense ta 
the most of us; but it is not. Let us con- 
sider: The death of Cleopatra occurs in 
St. Louls today. We go rround to see the 
creature causing her death. How many of 
us could name it? Only Mr. Hurter and a 
few of his associate naturalists. The oth- 
er 700,000 of us here in St. Louis do not 
know an asp when we see one, and never 
will. Ah! But the ancient naturalist looked 
into the grapes and said instantly. scien- 
aheally, positively:

The argument is equally applicable to 
the case of the plague of locusts. Heav- 
ens! Are we not torn enough with the 
“cicada-locust" controversy. which rages 
intermittently right here in St. Louis and 
provokes savage attacks upon the cicada 
man by the locust man, and vice versa? 
Hut the old naturalist of the time of the 
plague locked into his bug-covered orchard 
and out across his ‘bug-carpeted fields, 
threw up his hands and exclaimed posi- 
lively, scientificaily: 

“Locusts!’’ 


He'll Seek the Salamander. 


Weill, Mr. Hurter is one of these natural- 
ists. Iie is one of the best of them. For 
thirty years he has worked in Missouri, 
which he calls the naturalist’s paradise. 
His home on South Tenth street is a mu-

It is onty natural that Mr. Hurter should 
have been asked to exhibit his collection 
“ut the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. . It 
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Surely it. would be a sirtkiug 
emission to overlook the 4000 creeping, 
crawling, ‘hopping and swimming things 
all carefully bottled up and labeled by th's 
profound student of the herpotology of Mis- 
sour. 

Looking into his bottles, it 
eusy to suppose he had caught 
but it is not so. A few days ago the 
venerable naturalist set out to find W. 
H. Lynch, a St. Louisan who is the owner 
of Marvel Cave, down in Stone County, 
Missouri. Mr. Hurier had found in the 
reports of the Smithzonian Museum a /i-t- 
tle paragraph which interested him a great 
deal. It said that the rare specimen 
of the blind cave salamander, Typhlotriton 
Spelaus, highly prized at the national 
musuem, had been found in Marvel Cave, 
Missouri and that this cave and the 
Rock Cave, also in Missouri, were tne 
cnly places where this rare little creature 
had ever been seen.
